Business Morality a 
_ And Its Obligations 
e — - 


R. J. C. Stead Delivers an Interesting 
and Thoughtful Address 


An interesting and ‘thoughtful ad- 
dress on “Business Morality” was de- 
livered reently before the Calgary 
Fortnightly club by M. Robert J. C. 
Stead, the well known autnor. There 
was a large attendance and the novel- 
ty of Mr, Stead’s observations were 
discussed, analyzed and supplemented 
when the meeting was opened. The 
speaker, in part, said: 

There are many conceptions of mor- 
ality, and many tedious definitions 
that might be quoted, but in the end 
we will arrive at the principle that 
morality is right living. Morality is 
not religion, but it is an oitgrowth of 
religion, as it is from religion we get 
our conception of what constitutes 
right living. The basic principle of 
the Christian religion is the goiden 
rule—“Do unto others as you would 
that they should do unto you”—which, 
translated into commercial phraseolo- 
gy; may be called the gospel of the 
square déal. 

Business, for the purpose of this 
discussion, is confined to. commercial 
transactions; in short, to buying and 
selling. We are all buyers. We must 
buy our clothing, food, shelter, amuse- 
ment, education, and much.of our suc- 
cess in life iss dependent npon vur 
ability and discrimination as buyers. 
And we are all] sellers. We sell either 
goods or services. These two acts, 
buying and selling, constitute our bus- 
iness relations with society. 

The square deal means giving hon- 
est value and getting honest vaiue, 
but this immediately demands a stand- 
ard of honest alue. Tae modern con- 
ception of supply and demand as a 
basis of honest value must be chal- 
lenged as illogical and immoral. A 
pound of coal will only give so much 
heat whether it be taken from a thou- 
sand tons or out of the last scuttleful. 
A house only gives so much room and 
shelter, whether in boom days or per- 
iods of depression. For an honest 
basis of value we mus‘ consider, not 
supply and demand, but service ren- 
dered and cost of production. 

As, however. we are not dealing 
with ideal conditions, we must en- 
deavor, as far as possible, to apply 
moral principles to conditions as we 
find them. There is a growing concep- 
tion that the idea of business is ser- 
vice, rather than sharp practice, and 
with the spread of that conception 
will come business morality. 

Modern specialism tends to destroy 
genera] information, and present-day 
buyers are generally ignorant of 
values and qualities outside of their 
own little sphere of specialization. Ig- 
norance of values, combined with 
wrong standards of living, are the 
most fruitful sougees of business im- 
morality. The cure for such condi- 
tions is right standards and informa- 
tion. 

Within the last year or two Canad- 
ians had had some of their false gods 
shattered, and any money-making 
prosperity which is being enjoyed by 
people of neutral nations cannot pos- 
sibly offset the advantage to Canad- 
ians of having been forced to readjust 
their conceptions of success and cit- 
izenship. A new ideal is arising in 
business—service, not _ selfishness; 
giving, not getting. The physical 
needs of a man and his family must 
be provided, and legislation should 
aim to make that ag easy as possible, 
but as soon as his reasonable physical 
needs are supplied the ambition of 
every good citzen should be to serve 
the community and the state. 

Probably the greatest source of bus- 
iness information is advertising. Ad- 
vertising has arisen out of modern 
conveniences which have extended the 
possible trade area, and made it im- 
possible for the dealer to have personal 
knowledge of all his customers. Ad- 
vertising is the child of the mail, 
telegraph, telephone, express, freight 
and passenger service. It first con- 


sisted of bald, business announce- 
ments. Its business-getting ability 
having been demonstrated it then 


swept to the other extreme, and made 
the most extravagant, impossible 
claims. The mail order house, how- 
ever, inaugurated the practice of guar- 
anteeing satisfaction to customers, 
and other classes of advertising had 
followed suit, until] now many publica- 
tions absolutely guarantee every ad- 
vertisement that “appears ‘in their 
pages, and advertisements have be- 
come real, dependable, business in- 
formation. 

The so-called bargain sale came in 
for a sharp criticism. The average 
bargain price could be explained only 
in two ways. Hither the price had 
originally been too high, or it was now 
too low, and in either case it was not 
compatible with business morality. 

The speaker concluded by emphasiz- 
ing the point that business morality 
laid obligations upon the buyer as well 
as the seller. It demanded, first, that 
he should pay for the goods. A good 
way to avoid temptation in this con- 
nection was to pay for the goods as 
they passed over the counter. A 
whole swarm of business evils follow- 
ed in the wake of the credit system, 
and in this respect dealers were as 
much to blame as the public because 
they did not offer sufficient induce- 
ment to encourage cash buying. Busi- 
hess morality demands that the cus- 
tomer be as ready to report over- 
weight as under-weight, over-change 
or short change, and must consider 
the buying of an article for less than 
it ig worth quite as reprehensible as 
paying too much for it,

Canon Gould declared that what- 
ever might happen on the frontiers 
of Egypt, the frontiers of India were 
safe for the present. He said that 
the railroad that had _ been built 
ostensibly to carry pilgrims to the 
Mohammedan cites of Mecca and 
Medina was undoubtedly built for 
strategic purposes under the author 
ity of the minister of marine at 
Constantinople. The road was con- 
structed by a German engineer. 
Dealing with Hilaire Belloc’s recent 
statement that a double tracked rail- 
way had been completed as far as 
Besseheba, Rev. Canon Gould stated 
that he doubted this very much. At 
the commencement of: the war there 
was not a single mile of double 
track railroad in Turkey in Asia, 
and difficulties in the way of con- 
struction’ and transportation of mat- 
erial, would make it almost im- 
possible to build the line as far as 
Beloc says it has been built, 

Referring to the same writer's 
statement that a serious effort could 
not be made there without a third 
of a million men, Canon Gould said 
that for this year at least, no matter 
how much the Turks were aided by 
the German, they could not hope to 
employ more than 60,000 men there. 
He pointed out that at the close of 
April, the whole country became a 
barren and sunbaked wilderness. 

He declared that it was vital that 
Britain should maintain her status 
in Arabia and Mesopotamia. The 
Arabs were influenced by military 
demonstrations more than anything 
else. Nothing could be more suicidal 
or insane than to send a small force 
that would be in danger of being 
surrounded or cut up. 

‘IT have read every proclamation 
issued by the Kaiser,” continued 
Canon Gould. “Every one of them 
can be translated into the Arabic 
language and pose as the utterances 
of an orthodox Mohammedan leader.” 

He pointed oft that the Sultan 
posed as the protector of thé sacred 
cities of the Mohammedans, and if 
the Turks ever lost that hold on the 
Mohammedans, the German effort 
in the Near East would fail. 

Rev. Canon Gould declared that if 
the truth were known, Constantin- 
ople is nearer starvation than any 
other large city affected by the con- 
flict. This was largely due to their 
extermination of the ‘Arnféfiians, who 
were the main producers. In this 
way the murders were reacting on 
the murderers. The entry of Britain 
in the war had upset all Germany’s 
plans to drill and munition the armies 
of Turkey, to complete the railroads 
from Constantinople to the Persian 
and Egyptian borders, and to trans- 
form the area from Berlin to Bagdad 
from a potential into an actual econo- 
mic unit.—Toronto Star.

“A Germany victory,” argued Prof.

Yet his 
demonstration that “Germany from 
necessity stands for the independence 
of nations” falls somewhat short of 
completeness. Germany has never 
stood for the independence of Poland, 
and if it stands for the independence 
of Beligum or Serbia the fact hag not 
been avowed. Nor is it convincing to 
hear that “it is to the interest of Ger- 
many that the Balkan states enjoy 
peace and stable government that 
Turkey develop her resources; that 
Persia be independent.” Quite so, and 
it is no less in the interests of Brit- 
ain that Egypt enjoy peace and stable 
government, that India develop her 
own resources, that Afghanistan and 
Tibet remain independent. But grati- 
fying such interests is not the way 
to make an end of empires based on 
conquest, and no empire ts histori- 
red more based on conquest than the 

rman empire.—Springtield Republi-

Insect Pests 
In Canada 


Means For Controlling Insect Pests 
Throughout Dominion 


In the report of the Dominion en- 
tomologist for the year ending March 
31st, 1914, which has just been pub- 
lished, an account is given of the 
activities of the Entomological 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, in the matter of con- 
trolling insect pests throughout Can- 
ada and all who are interested in this 
subject will be repaid by a perusal of 
this record of a year’s work. The 
department now maintains nine field 
laboratories in different parts of the 
Dominion at which investigations on 
various insect pests are carried on. 
This line of work constitutes the chief 
aspect of the work of the branch. A 
large amount of work is necessitated 
by the administration of the Insect 
and Pests Regulations of the Destruc- 
tive Insect and Pest Act, involving 
the inspection and fumigation of trees 
and plants entering Canada. Perhaps 
one of the most interesting of the 
activities of the branch is the work 
carried on againct the Brown-tail 
Moth in Bastern Canada particularly, 
the importation and establishment of 
the parasites of this insect and the 
Gypsy Moth. A map is given show- 
ing the places in Canada where. the 
Moths have been distributed by the 
department. 

Other branches of work covered by 
the report are investigations on in- 
sects affecting cereals and other field 
crops, including an account of the 
notorious army-worm outbreak in 
1913; insects affecting fruit crops, 
as the result of which investigation 
work of great practical value has 
ensued; insects affecting forest and 
shade trees in which an account of 
the investigations of Stanley Park, 
Vancouver, which has Men so seri- 
ously affected -by frost insects is 
given; insects affecting domestic ani- 
mals and man and insects affecting 
garden and greenhouse. The report 
ig a record Cc. marked progress in a 
branch of the work of the depart- 
ment of agriculture which not only 
affects agriculture, but also forestry 
and public health. Copies of this re- 
port may be had free on application 
to the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, and re- 
quests for the report may be mailed 
free. All inquiries regarding insect 
pests should be addressed to the Do- 
minion Entomologist, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, and no postage 
is required on such letters.

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PLAN WELDING OF THE EMPIRE AFTER THE WAR 





- Bir Rider Haggard is Making a World Tour With the Object of 


‘ Investigating the Opportunities for Empire, Building at 
The _Conclusio 





Sir Rider Haggard has left Eng- 
Jand on a trip around the world, with 
@ mission from the Royal Colonia) In- 
stitute to investigate the chances of 
empire-building after the war. His 
rad backed by the institute and its 

rtant officials, including Lord 
Curzon, is to prevent the emigration 
to foreign ovuutries of soldiers and 
their families after the war, and to 
direct steady streams of these war 
veterans to the British colonies— 
Bouth Africa, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, and the many insular colonies 
—thus recruiting the population witha 
sturdy and intelligent class, and hold: 
ing them ‘within the British empire. 

It is the latest phase of the imperial 
movement, which seeks to bind to- 
gether the Mother Country and the 
oversea dominions into a vast confea- 
eracy, 

While he is one of ‘he interesting 
literary figures of England, he is be- 
eides a justice of the peace of his 
home town in Norfolk and a student 
on land settlement, unemployment, 
and agriculture, and this quaiification 
led to his choice as commissioner, 

He will go first to South Africa, then 
eastward to the Straits Settlements, 
Australia, New Zealand, and will be in 
the United States and Canada next 
summer or fall, going from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

“I am going to inquire,” said Sir 
Rider, “into the possibilities of the 
British empire, with reference to land 
settlement and employment of ex-ser- 
vice men after the war. It is obvious 
that, during the turmoil and change of 
conditions resulting from so great. a 
struggle, a large number of men will 
become dissatisfied with their fgrmer 
employment. ; 

“I am going merely to inquire and 
Teport and to form my own conclu- 
sions from what I see, That, I think, 
is a useful work, since it is foolish to 
put off such investigations rill the war 
ends, when there would be great diffi- 
culty in dealing with the matter. In- 

- deed, the problem of land settlement 
is one which cannot be tackled in a 
hurry. My conclusions will be em- 
bodied in my report to the Royal Col- 
onia} Institute, and perhaps in a book 
on the landed and other resources of 
the empire.” Referring to the class 
of war veterans who would go out to 
replenish the colonial empire, Sir Rid- 
er said; “Such men as are being con- 
i:dered as possible emigrants would, 
of course, taken as a whole, be of the 
very highest class, soldiers and sailors 
who had been under discipline and 
shown themselves to posses the best 
qualities of manhiOod. Any portion of 
the colonies should be proud to see 
such men and their womankind arrive 
as an addition to their population, and 
I am quite sure many parts of the 
empire will welcome them. There is 
another thing I am gure will result, 
that the empire will cease to be so 
fond of admitting Germans and other 
foreigners within its gates, and will 
yrefer to stick to Anglo-Saxons.”

Aviation ‘no Longer Considered Exper- 
imental, but an Actual Factor in 
Modern Public Service 


Aeroplane mail-carrying is now 
recognized by the United States 
Postmaster-General, and makers of 
aeroplanes and hydroplanes are in- 
vited to tender on carrying the mails 
on some important coast routes, The 
announced objects of the innovation 
are the improvement of the service 
and the development of the science 
of aviation. -One route selected in 
Southern Massachusetts, from New 
Bedford across Buzzard’s Bay and 
Nantucket Sound to Nantucket, stop- 
ping twice on intervening islands, is 
about.66 miles. Two hours are al- 
lowed for the trip. Thirteen return 
trips per week are required for the 
four summer months, and six week 
ly trips during the remainder of the 
year. The weight ‘limit is 8,000 
pounds, and the hours of starting and 
arriving are specified. In Alaska 
there are routes from Valdez to Fair 
banks, 3858 miles, and from Fair- 
banks to Tanana, 162 miles, three 
times a week. A-service twice a 
week is required from Tanana to 
Kaltag, 381 miles; from Kaltag to 
Nome, 225 miles, and from Seward 
to Iditarod, 380 miles. These and 
other routes, set forth with definite- 
ness*as to hours and w@ights, are 
subject to tendef, the contracts 
be awarded when the bids are open- 
ed in May and October next. | 

The definiteness of the departmen- 
tal demands shows that aviation is 
no longer regarded as nebulous, ex- 
perimental, or uncertain, but as an 
actual factor in modern public ser- 
vices. From the vague stage of 
scientific inquiry, aerial navigation 
has become in a few years the sub- 
pect of governmental tenders by 
practical men of business. Cost of 
manufacture and operation is count- 
ed with the systematic regularity 
long established in other “carrying 
Services. Fuel consumption, rates 
of speed, types of construction, and 
methods of operation are considered 
with careful regard to detail. The 
new century has witnessed the con- 
quest of air, but the problem of 
distributing the products of the 
growing multitude of useful inven- 
tions. remains unsolved.—Toronto 
Globe. eat

The war had opened an oppor- 
tunity to Canadian poultrymen to get 
a@ fair share of the British egg mar- 
ket. 

The Canadian egg occupied fourth 
place on the British market. The 
order was Danish, Dutch, Irish and 
Canadian. 

Mr. Allen said the Canadian egg 
should stand second at least. There 
Were causes for the Canadian egg 
falling down in the export trade. The 
cause was found in that the producer 
had no incentive for making him 
anxioug to produce a good egg. The 
country merchants and egg dealers 
gave the farmer no extra price for 
extra good eggs. He got as much for 
@ poor egg as a good one. The 
farmer usually received trade and 
did not know what he really got. Any 
system which would remedy the mat- 
ter meant a change in marketing and 
@ price according ‘to quality. The 
proposed poultry stations, for co 
Operative egg handling and poultry 
fattening, would attempt to solve the

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A Palace of Salt 
x «' —_— . 
Walls of the Mines of Wiellczka Giit- 
ter Like Diamonas 

In Galicia séven miles from the an- 

clent city of Cracow around which the 
fpr and Russians are 
fighting ae is located the 
famous galt e of Wieliczka. 

The mine has been actively worked 
ever since its discovery, almost seven 
hundred years ago. At the presen 
time the excavations reach a depth o 
more than a thousand feet. 

The descent into the mine is made 
by shafts and staircases. The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
each step as though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the bottom of this great cavern it is 
necessary to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wieliczka is divided into three dis- 
tinct compartments called fields; each 
fleld consists of seven storfes and each 
story is made up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun- 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and eighty feet wide. They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when 
any dition is . required it is built 
with salt and water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another and water 
is thrown over them dissolving a por- 
tion of the salt, which fills up the cre- 
vices. When the water evaporates it 
leaves a solid mass. Columns of salt 
are left to support the roof. 

As there are no springs at so great 
depth, the air is very dry, and every- 
thing is kept in the most perfect state 
of preservation. 

One.of the largest chambers is used 
as a ballroom where gayly dressed 
men and women glid over the smooth, 
shining floor to the strains of Straus’s 
“Beautiful Blue Danube” waltz. 

In another chamber the nobles of 
Austria and their friends sometimes 
attend banquets. On these occasions, 
when the light falls upon the walls, 
ceiling and pillars, the immense room 
looks liks a palace carved gut of aqua- 
marine. 

But the most wonderful thing in the 
great salt mine of Wieliczka is the 
chapel of St. Anthony, where the floor. 
walls, ceiling, altar, niches, pedestals 
and statues are all of solid salt, yet 
everything is g0 translucent that a 
torch held behind one of the statues 
shows light through its thickest part. 
When the chapel is lighted everything 
in it sparkles as though studded with 
countless diamonds.—L. G. Randall, in 
Harper’s Weekly. 


Asked to Stop Using Autos 


British Car Owners Appealed to by 
War Savings Committee 


The British government’s war sav- 
ings committee has issued the first of 
a series of appeals in which it will 
point out to the people of the country 
facts regarding various forms of ex- 
penditure “which should be checked 
as wasteful and as absorbing labor 
that could be put to better use.” 

The appeal deals with the use of 
automobiles and motorcycles for 
pleasure, 

“If this form of selfish, thoughtless 
extravagance is stopped,” says the ap- 
peal, “millions of pounds will be saved 
and many workers transferred to more 
useful channels, We appeal to all own- 
ers to consider earnestly whether the 
use of their cars can be justified by 
any question of public utility or real 
necessity.

Are Busy Making Zepps 


One or Two Big Aircraft Are Turned 
Out Each Week on Swiss Border 


The Berlin papers publish stories of 
the Zeppelin development from a 
Swiss source. according to which thou- 
sands of expert mechanics employed 
at the Friederichshafen works turn 
out one or two airships every week, 
The trial flights over Lake Constance 
neighborhood never cease ‘and the 
noise of the motors which are tested 

and nightly at the great 
Mashach Mctor Works may be 
Plainly heard far into Switzerland. 
The Zeppelir trial flights are now 
like military manoeuvres. The shape 
of the airship has undergone a great 
change since the first types appear- 
ed. It is much longer and slenderer, 
two gondolas hang lower, and no 
connecting gangway is visible, but 
is probably hidden within the vast 
body. 
Z The gondolas are armor plated and 
carry at least six machine guns and 
several larger pieces of artillery. 
The platform formerly noticed on 
top of the balloon, has disappeared. 

The airships show a metallic shine 
extending over one-fifth of the whole 
body. Evidently the envelope _or 
parts of it are metalized by a newly 
discovered process. The steering ap 
paratus is much simplified and re- 
duced in size, while the motors are 
greatly enlarged. 

Interesting descriptions of the 
warlike manoeuvres of the Zeppelins 
are given; their ability of ascend- 
ing, descending and turning having 
been astonishingly improved. Not 
even the noise of the motors can 
drown the sharp crack of machine 
guns rattling away thousands of feet 
over the lake. Sometimes an air 
ship suddenly disappears entirely in 
a cloud of vapor emanating from 
its own body. If the atmosphere is 
the least foggy the airship becomes 
absolutely invisible, Therefore it 
is not surprising that the English 
fliers have failed to discover them. 
Only the brightest moonlight may re- 
veal on airship at night, while sud- 
den darts from its own powerful 
searchlights make concealment im- 
possible. There is much discussion 
about the new aeridl torpedoes 
which are said to be destined to 
play an important part in the next 
raids. 





An American View 


The U.S. Needs the Friendship of 
England and France 


F. H. Taylor, of the University of 
Pittsburg, writing tu the editor of the 
New York Times, says: 

The president has announced he 
is ready to fight to preserve the full 
liberties of American trade, and Con- 
gressman Mann says he_ considers 
war with England more probable 
than war with Germany. 

Have these leaders stopped to think 
of the consequences of a war with the 
entente? If the present war is car- 
ried to a conclusion it can only end 
with the destruction of the German 
navy and the Krupp works, and we 
know that the czar expects it to last 
two or three years longer. The square 
miles of factories which are continual- 
ly being added to the Russian and 
English munitions plants are based on 
this calculation. When peace comes 
in Europe the entente and Japan will 
probably have 15,000,000 men under 
arms and they would welcome a quar- 
rel which would lessen their debts by 
$40,000,000,000. It would be easier 
for Great Britain to operate in New 
England than at Saloniki or Suez. 
Fach of the four European powers 
could land 200,000 men every ten days, 
while Japan, with her standing army 
of 1,000,000 and her population over 
71,000,000, all trained by the German 
system, could operate from Hawaii 
and employ an indefinite’ number. 

If I were an Englishman I would 
favor such a war. By remaining sil- 
ent during the invasion of Belgium 
the American government has shown 
approval of a nation going out for 
plunder, or a “place in the sun,” so 
why should not Englishmen do it?” 
The allies have been far less ruth- 
less in modifying international law 
than we were fifty years ago, and

The American relief commission 
some time ago proposed that certain 
kinds of non-contraband raw materials 
should be permitted to pass through 
the British blockade into . Belgium, 
goods manufactured from them to be 
re-exported. It was proposed that the 
balance of trade thug created in favor 
of Belgium should be invested in food, 
thus putting the population so far as 
possible upon a self-supporting basis, 
and at the same time checking the 
growing demoralization due to long 
unemployment. Sir Edward Grey's 
letter to the Belgian minister follows: 

“Dear Minister,—During the last 
few months you have represented to 
me frequently the condition of indus- 
tries in that part of Belgium occupied 
by the enemy and the need for im- 
port of raw material, if those indus- 
tries were to be saved from ruin and 
universal unemployment and distress 
prevented. 

“I now enclose a memorandum 
which shows the true state of the 
case, I should add that the question 
here dealt with is entirely distinct 
from the importation of foodstuffs in- 
to Belgium by the rellef committee, as 
to which the attitude of his majesty’s 
government remains that recentuy 
stated to parliament—that the gov- 
ernment will facilitate the work of the 
commission as long and insofar as the 
work is carried on under adequate 
neutral supervision completely inde- 
pendent of German control, and in 
compliance with conditions laid down 
from time to time by his majesty’s 
government. 

(Signed) “E. GREY.” 

The memorandum referred to by Sir 
Edward Grey is in part as follows: 

“It is understood that there is a 
strong feeling among the Belgians 
that the industrial distress of Belgium 
is to be attributed solely to the action 
of the allied governments in prevent- 
ing imports, and it often contended 
that this action does not appreciably 
harm Germany, while 
most painful loss to the people of our 
ally.” 

The memorandum then explains 
that the British government cannot 
agree that Belgian industry can be 
maintained in the present circum- 
stances without a very considerable 
benefit to Great Britain’s enemies and 
without involving a postponement of 
Belgian independence. 

But the government, it says, is fully 
impressed with the necessity of sup- 
porting the Belgian population. For 
this reason it has supported the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium and per- 
mitted export trade from Belgium un- 
der certain conditions. Also for this 
reason, the mémo adds, the govern- 
ment some months ago asserted its 
willingness to consider proposals for 
the importation of raw materials into 
Belgium through the agency and un- 
der the guarantees of the relief com- 
mission. 

“The undertakings demanded from 
the Germans in connection with this 
scheme,” the memo continues, “were 
simple. They were to permit the free 


@ commissions ware 
houses.” 

The plan was submitted to the Ger 
man authorities at Brussels by the 
relief commission four months 
but although inquiries were made n 
reply of any kind was received from 
the Germans. 

The memo then accuses the Gen 
mans of a deliberate plan not to enteg 
into any agreemnt of the proposed 
kind until they have taken “the last 
ounce of native stocks of raw mater 
jals or manufactured goods which 
can be of use to them, and till they 
have been able to create such wide 
spread destitution as to force a requ 
site amount of Belgian labor to em 
grate to Germany or take employ 
ment in Belgian works controlled by 
them for their own purposes.” 

“Should these objects be gained,” 
continues the memo, “they will doubt 
less express readiness to make as
